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Chance Slim 
for Electoral 
Reform Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate will get another chance 
to cut off debate oh a constitu- 
tional amendment for direct 
election of the president. But 
both sides see little chance of 
bringing the proposal itself to a 
vote. 


Democratic 
leader 
Mike 


Mansfield, said a second peti- 
tion to invoke the Senate's de- 
bate-closing rule will be filed 
Friday. Under the rules it will 
come to a vote next Tuesday. 


A two-thirds majority is re- 


quired. The first attempt last 
Thursday fell short by six votes 
when 54 senators voted for end- 
ing debate and 
36 against. 


Sen. Sam J. Ervin, Jr., D- 


N.C., a leader of the opposition, 
said he is confident the second 
attempt will be defeated. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., chief 


sponsor of the House- approved 
amendment, said Monday he 
doesn't know of any votes that 
have been changed but ex- 
pressed hope some will before 
next week. 


The Senate, meanwhile, is 


going ahead with action on oth- 
er legislation in a continuing 
drive for adjournment by the 
middle of next month. 


But Bayh said that beginning 


later in the week he will try to 
bring "to a screeching halt" 
Senate consideration of every- 
thing but the electoral reform 
issue. 


"We are going to make the 


opponents operate as if a filibus- 
ter was being conducted, which 
it is," he said. 


Oppose Plan 
to Tax Air 
Passengers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Air- 


lines and the Civil Aeronautics 
Board have opposed a plan by 
President Nixon to tax air pas- 
sengers for the cost of antihi- 
jack guards. 


Chairman Secor D. Brown of 


the CAB said at a House Ways 
and Me'sfn's Committee "hearing 
Monday he was opposed to the 
tax plan. Although Nixon acted 
quickly and effectively on the 
hijack problem, Brown said, the 
CAB 
feels 
the 
government 


should pay for passenger pro- 
tection. 


"From a parochial and limit- 


ed viewpoint — without regard 
to economic policy," he said, 
"my colleagues do not like the 
tax." 


Secretary of Transportation 


John A. Volpe, however, said 
the armed guards would only be 
used temporarily. The longterm 
goal is to screen passengers for 
potential hijackers at all airline 
terminal gates. 


Meanwhile, 
he 
said, 
the 


guards should be payed for by 
the passengers. 


"Here we are going to be pro- 


tecting one group of our people 
riding on a particular mode of 
transportation at a time when a 
critical 
situation has 
devel- 


oped," he told the committee. 


The Nixon proposal 
would 


raise $155 million over the next 
three years by raising the tax 
on international flights from $3 
to $5 a head. On domestic flights 
the levy would be increased 
from 8 to 8*2 per cent. 


Opposition from the airline in- 


dustry was voiced by S. G. Tip- 
ton, president of the Air Trans- 
port Association.

reporters were unable to find 
anybody in the two areas con- 
nected with either the Presi- 
dent's family or his wife's.

Enemy Hits 
Hard at 
Cambodians

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 


(AP) — Communist troops who 
have stalled the government's 
first major offensive lashed out 
at heavily reinforced Cambo- 
dian forces in two shelling at- 
tacks today, the military com- 
mand reported. 


A spokesman said the Cambo- 


dian troops, estimated at about 
6,000 men, were 
pressing 


against light opposition into po- 
sitions to try to envelop the 
Communist strongpoint at Taing 
Kauk, 47 miles north of Phnom 
Penh. 


An estimated 2,000 North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong are in 
the village. The enemy force 
has halted the government oper- 
ation for nine days. 


The spokesman 
in Phnom 


Penh said villagers in the battle 
zone have reported that some 
Communists were pulling out of 
Taing Kauk. He said intelli- 
gence reports indicate that the 
enemy may have decided to fall 
back to more easily defendable 
positions. 


Premier Lon Nol visited the 


Taing Kauk area Monday, then 
went on to Kompong Thorn to 
visit troops at that provincial 
capital 80 miles north of Phnom 
Penh. The government's offen- 
sive is aimed at reopening the 
area between Skoun and Kom-t 
pong Thorn. 


The 
Cambodian 
command 


also reported four attacks in the 
past two days in the Phnom 
Penh area. It appeared that 
none of the attacks dislodged 
government soldiers from their 
positions. The spokesman said 
the government now has enough 
troops to maintain the pressure 
in its drive up Highway 6 to 
Kompong Thorn and to deal 
with enemy pressure anywhere 
else in the country.

namese forces with air and ar- 
tillery support killed 54 North

troops in a newly launched am- 
phibious operation into Cambo- 
dia centered along the Bassac 
and Mekong rivers 35 to 50 
miles southeast of Phnom Penh.

change the number of South 
Vietnamese troops now in Cam- 
bodia, about 13,500, because the 
1,500 marines and several hun- 
dred militiamen involved had 
already been in Cambodia on

that five Americans aboard a 
Marine CH46 helicopter were 
killed when the craft crashed 
due to unknown causes about 12 
miles south of Da Nang early to- 
day.

Most of the money is going to 


the 
biggest 
trading nations 


among the 115 in the organiza- 
tion. The United States got near- 
ly $867 million of the first $3.4 
billion issued. West Germany 
received more than $201 million. 
Bolivia and Lesotho got only 
$504,000 each. 


Some experts hope that in- 


stead 
of gold, dollars and 


pounds, 
the world's 
central 


banks will one day hold the bulk 
of their assets in SDRs, giving 
them a kind of managed inter- 
national currency. 


Karl Schiller, West German 


minister of economics, told the 
poorer countries at the opening 
session Monday: 


"Our common aim 
is to 


strengthen the confidence in the 
SDRs and to establish them 
firmly as a universally accepted 
reserve medium.

ence touchdown record Satu^ 
day night. 


Burnett, a 185-pounder, scored 


twice against Oklahoma State— 
his 39th and 40th touchdowns as 
a Razorback. Doak Walker set 
the record of 38 touchdowns 
while playing at SMU in the late 
1940s. 


Burnett's consistency is im- 


pressive. He has scored in 21 of 
the 23 games he has played at 
Arkansas. He ba| had three- 
touchdown gambfagainst SMU 
(twice), Texas Tech (twice), 
Baylor and Texas. 


"We design a lot of our plays 


to take advantage of his ability 
in short yardage situations," 
said Don Breaux, who coaches 
the offensive backfield at Arkan- 
sas. "He's going to get the ball 
on the goal and the other team 
knows it, but he has great deter- 
mination . . . twisting and turn- 
ing determination." 


"He has a real wide base 


when he's running down there," 
Breaux said. "That enables 
him to go either way without 
losing momentum. 


"He's 
very reckless," said 


Breaux, remembering the nu- 
merous occasions Burnett has 
hurdled through the air for a 
first down or a touchdown. 


Breaux said he had seen one 


other back who reminded him 


of Bill.

NEWPORT, R.I. (AP> - The 


Australians, with some wind 
taken nut of their sails, go back 
in pursuit of the elusive Ameri- 
ca's Cup again today. 


But they'll be down 2-0 to 


America's Intrepid instead of 
deadlocked 1-1 because the New 
York Yacht Club race commit- 
tee disqualified Grctel II Mon- 
day, 
making her the loser in- 


stead of the winner of Sunday's 
brilliant match. 


Officially, the Aussies kept 


their upper lips stiff. Sir Frank 
Packer, head of the Gretel II 
syndicate, said he was "disap- 
pointed with the decision. But 
the best thing to do is to go out 
and win four straight." 


A 15-25 knot southwest wind is 


predicted, giving Gretel II a 
chance to see if she can take 
her rival in heavy air as well as 
light. 


Both yachts had protested fol- 


lowing a collision at the start of 
the second race. The committee 
upheld Intrepid and ruled Gretel 
II had fouled her. 


Privately some Australians, 


noting that the race committee 
was judge and jury for a race it 
was running, called the ruling 
'a hometown decision". 


Jim Hardy, Grotel II's co- 


helmsman, was more moderate. 
He said on being notified: "I 
don't see how they could have 
reached 
that 
verdict" 
and 


turned back to work on his boat 
which had been slightly dam- 
aged in the collision.

Such diversities can be confus- 


ing. But they are also rewarding 
in a way that is too often over- 
looked. Supreme Court Justice 
Louis Brandeis once put the mat- 
ter as follows: 


"It is one of the happy inci- 


dents of the federal system that 
a single courageous state, may, 
if its citizens choose, serve as a 
laboratory; and try novel social 
and economic experiments with- 
out risk to the rest of the coun- 
try." 


This advantage of diversity is 


not the least bit theoretical. On 
the contrary, there are countless 
examples of one state leading the 
way, trying out a new idea, while 
other states wait and see how it 
works—very much like a scien- 
tist watching an experiment !n 
a test tube. 


For instance: is it a good idea 


to give the customers of door- 
to-door salesmen a "cooling-off 
period," during which they may 
reconsider and cancel the order? 


Some say this would protect 


the gullible buyer from high- 
pressure salesmanship. Others say 
it would put an unfair burden 
on the legitimate firms engaged 
in this field. A number of states 
are now putting the idea to a test. 


Or: is it a good idea for the 


state to pay compensation to the 
victims of violent crime? 


Some say this would be ful- 


filling a moral obligation of the 
state. Others say it would be just 
another costly boondoggle. Sev- 
eral states are now trying it out. 


Of course, no two states are 


exactly alike. Lawmakers, con- 
sidering a new program, will 
weigh local conditions and con- 
sult local opinion. Yet, they will 
also be influenced by finding out 
what actually happened when the 
idea was tried in a sister state. 


"The science of government," 


said an earlier Supreme Court, 
"is the science of experiment."

white blood cell count. The 
bone in the infected area 
dies, after which it acts as 
a foreign body and must be 
removed. 


Osteoporosis is painless in 
its early stages but osteo- 
myelitis is acutely painful. 
The X-ray changes are dif- 
ferent and distinctive. 


Osteoporosis may be 
caused by a diet deficient in 
fluorine, calcium and phos- 
phorous or prolonged use of 
drugs of the cortisone gtfoup. 
It is especially common In 
women who have passed the 
menopause. Osteomyelitis is 
usually caused by staphylo- 
cocci which may reach the 
marrow through a fracture 
or through the blood stream. 


Q—My husband has a low 


grade osteomyelitis in his 
right knee. He was put on 
penicillin for a couple of 
weeks, then switched to Uni- 
pen. Now he is taking Linco- 
cin but, after four months, 
he is no better. Why does it 
take so long to stop the pain 
and heal the disease? WiO he 
ever recover? Could this 
lead to cancer? 


A—Before the advent of 


antibiotics osteomyelitis was 
almost impossible to cure. 
Today the situation is not so 
hopeless but special tech- 
niques are required to get a 
sufficient concentration of 
the drug in the place where 
the infection is. This neces- 
sitates opening the marrow 
canal and scraping out all 
the devitalized bone and ir- 
rigating the wound with the 
antibiotic. The risk of bone 
cancer is not increased by 
the infection.

AL&T was put in receivership 


in September 1968. The invest- 
ment firm came into being in 
1964, when Faubus was gover- 
nor. 


Faubus has maintained that 


he was unaware of the opera- 
tions of AI..&T. A number of 
Democratic party figures were 
connected with the company. 


Jermstad, with Rockefeller at 


the Southern Governors Confer- 
ence in Biloxi, Miss., said he 
had negotiated to buy a piece 
of property owned by Bartlett.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 


chief prosecutor in the Sharon 
Tate murder trial has been ac- 
cused of threatening a member 
of Charles Manson's hippie-type 
clan with the death penalty aft- 
er alleging she and others tried 
to kill a state witness with LSD, 


The accusations were made in 


an 
affidavit 
filed 
Monday 


against prosecutor Vincent T. 
Bugliosi. In it, Manson's attor- 
ney, Irving Kanarek, asked that 
Bugliosi be cited for contempt. 
The judge took the matter under 
study. 


Out of court, defense attorney 


Paul Fitzgerald said Bugliosi 
had complained to the trial 
judge that members of the no- 
madic "family" had tried to kill 
19-year-old Barbara Hoyt with a 
huge overdose of LSD. 


Fitzgerald told newsmen Bug- 


liosi alleged that Manscn "fami- 
ly" members lured Miss Hoyt to 
Honolulu, charging the plane 
fare to a credit card 
from 


"someone who dropped out of 
society and gave it to them." 


Bugliosi said they gave her a 


hamburger spiked with 10 cap- 
sules of LSD, which he called a 
near lethal dose. Later, he said, 
she was found wandering inco- 
herent in an alley and was hos- 
pitalized. He said she is recov- 
ering in Honolulu and will testi- 
fy for the state. 


Kanarek said Bugliosi ex-

Slavs' Tito 
Announces 
Retirement 


BELGRADE (AP) - Presi- 


dent Tito has announced that he 
will step down after ruling Yu- 
goslavia•••tor 25 years and turn 
the country's government over 
to a collective leadership. 


Tito, 78, did not indicate Mon- 


day what his position would be, 
but it was believed in Belgrade, 
the nation's capital, that be 
would remain head of the Com- 
munist party and would run the 
new presidium, at least in its In- 
itial phase. 


Further details will be an- 


nounced later, Tito said. 


"I am quite long in this post 


and I would like to have more 
possibilities to work on some 
other projects," he said in a 
speech Monday in Zagreb, the 
country's second largest city. 


Tito, who broke from Moscow 


in 1948 and was named presi- 
dent for life in 1963, said reor- 
ganization of the country's Com- 
munist government was neces- 
sary to preserve Yugoslavia's 
unity. He gave no timetable for 
the changeover. But he said 
speculation on who might suc- 
ceed him could provoke a crisis, 
and that to avoid it. governmen- 
tal restructuring was necessary. 


He explained that he initiated 


the change because "if someone 
else did, it would look as if they 
wanted to remove me." 


Tito said he would be replaced 


by a presidium that would be "a 
form of collective president of 
Yugoslavia." The body would 
consist of representatives from 
the country's six republics and 
its main social and political or- 
ganizations, including the Com- 
munist party. 


Tito was a partisan 
leader 


against the Nazis in World War 
II and maintained close ties 
with the Soviet Union immedi- 
ately following the war. But in 
1948 
his country became the 


first Soviet satellite to break 
away.

dent Nixon urged Congress to- 
day to authorize immediate fed- 
eral intervention in cases of 
bombings or arson on virtually 
any college campus and recom- 
mended the hiring of an addi- 
tional 1,000 FBI agents to do 
the job.

Nixon's new move was an- 


-flounced at a White House brief- 
ing by Republican congressional 
leaders after they had met for 
nearly three hours with the 
President, Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell and Director J. Edgar 
Hoover of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 


As described to newsmen, the 


legislation proposed to Congress 
would trigger instant federal in- 
tervention when bombings, ar- 
son and terrorist acts affect a 
college or university receiving 
federal 
assistance. 
That in- 


cludes virtually all institutions 
of higher learning. 


Nixon proposed that the FBI 


add 1,000 agents to deal with 
campus outbreaks of the sort in- 
volved and to assist in pro- 
grams aimed at thwarting aeri- 
al hijacking. The FBI now has 
about 7,000 agents. 


House GOP leader Gerald 


Ford of Michigan quoted Hoover 
as reporting that the organiza- 
tion Students for a Democratic 
Society was directly involved in 
247 arson cases and 462 personal 
injury incidents in the past aca- 
demic year. He said these were 
in addition to about 300 other ep- 
isodes of destruction of other fa- 
cilities or property. 


Ford, predicting congression- 


al enactment of the legislation, 
declared, "I think it will have a 
beneficial effect." 


He said instances of campus 


terrorism "have increased in 
number, tempo and 
serious- 


ness" and thus prompted Nix- 
on's recommendation.

NEW YORK (AP) - Four of 


the nation's seven largest banks 
have cut their prime interest 
rates in the latest round of re- 
ductions. 


The cuts in the prime rate to 


71i per cent from 8 per cent was 
triggered Monday by Morgan 
Guaranty Trust Co. of New 
York, the nation's fifth largest 
bank. 


By the end of the business day 


more than 40 banks, both big 
and small, had cut the rate they 
charge their biggest and most 
creditworthy customers. 


Among the big banks that fol- 


lowed were Bank of America of 
San Francisco, the world's larg- 
est bank; Chase Manhattan, the 
nation's third largest bank, and 
Chemical Bank, the nation's 
sixth largest. Chase Manhattan 
and Chemical Bank are head- 
quartered in New York.
